1 . SOUTHERN AFRICAN PROBLEMS - 

FRG PERMREP VON WECHMAR AND FOREIGN OFFICE lO DIRECTOR 
REDIES DISCUSSED WITH AMB YOUNG THE PROSPECT FOR 
SOUTHERN AFRICAN PROBLEMS IN THE SECURITY COUNCIL OVER 
THE NEXT MONTH. REDIES WAS CONCERNED THAT SC DEBATE 
IN MARCH MIGHT LEAD OFF WITH APARTHEID AND GENERATE 
SEVERAL KINDS OF PROPOSALS THE US COULD NOT ACCEPT, 

MAKING A BAD SETTING FOR FURTHER US POLICY INITIATIVES. 

YOUNG SAID HE HOPED TO MEET SOON WITH A NUMBER OF AFRICAN 
REPRESENTATIVES AND WOULD SEEK GENERALLY TO CONVINCE 
THEM THAT THERE IS NOW A MOVEMENT TOWARD REAL CHANGE 
IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. HE WOULD MAKE CLEAR THAT OUR EFFORTS 
WOULD BE TO SEEK CHANGE IN REASONABLE WAYS AND WE WOULD 
THEREFORE HAVE NO COMPUNCTION ABOUT REJECTING PURELY 
PROGAGANDA RESOLUTIONS. 

AMB YOUNG EXPLAINED THAT HE TENDED TO FOCUS ON NAMIBIAN 
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PROBLEM BECAUSE IT IS ON THAT MORE THAN RHODESIA OR 
APARTHEID THAT THE UN WOULD BE MOST HELPFUL. BECAUSE OF THE 
BASIC MANDATE OF THE UN IN RELATION TO NAMIBIA, 

HE FELT THE NAMIBIAN PROBLEM SHOULD BE EMPHASIZED AHEAD 
OF APARTHEID. HE TOLD THE GERMANS HE WONDERED WHETHER 
IT WOULD NOT BE USEFUL TO LAUNCH AN EFFORT TO MOBILIZE 
WESTERN OPINION PRIVATELY AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA ON 
THE NAMIBIA ISSUE, ESPECIALLY AGAINST THE BACKGROUND 
OF THE RECENT EC-9 STATEMENT. HE THOUGHT SUCH A MOVE 
MIGHT BE EFFECTIVE IN IMPRESSING AFRICANS WITH WESTERN 
SERIOUSNESS TO WORK FOR CHANGE IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. 

HE HAD LITTLE FAITH THAT EVEN AN ARMS EMBARGE WOULD HAVE 
MUCH REAL EFFECT, SINCE SOUTH AFRICA HAS CAPABILITY 
TO PRODUCE MOST OF THE ARMAMENTS NEEDED IN NAMIBIA 
DOMESTICALLY. HE SAID HE SEES NAMIBIA NOT AS SWAPO'S 
PROBLEM, BUT MORE AS THE UN'S. IN RESPONSE TO REDIES' 

QUESTION ABOUT POSSIBLE SWAPO REACTION TO NEGOTIATION BY 
WESTERN FIVE SC MEMBERS, YOUNG RECOUNTED THAT HE TOLD 
SWAPO REPRESENTATIVE HE BELIEVES THEY ARE STRONGER 
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DIPLOMATICALLY THAN THEY ARE MILITARILY. 

AMB YOUNG STRESSED THAT WHAT IS NEEDED IS TO IMPRESS 
BOTH THE BLACK AFRICANS AND THE SOUTH AFRICANS WITH THE 
SERIOUSNESS OE THE WESTERN COMMITMENT TO CHANGE. HE ALSO 
SAID THAT ONE POINT THAT NEEDS TO BE SOLD TO THE 
AERICANS IS THAT IN ORDER TO MAKE THIS ATTEMPT WE NEED 
A MINIMUM OE TWO OR THREE MONTHS' TIME. VON WECHMAR 
SPECULATED THAT IN ORGANIZING THE SC AROUND SUCH A SCHEME 
NIGRIAN PERMREP HARRIMAN MIGHT BE DIFEICULT, BUT YOUNG 
THOUGHT HARRIMAN BE PERSUADED. IT WAS GENERALLY AGREED 
THAT AMB YOUNG SHOULD CONSULT INFORMALLY AND PRI- 
VATELY WITH THE OTHER FOUR WESTERN SC MEMBERS. REDIES 
AND VON WECHMAR SAID FRG WOULD BE EAGER TO COOPERATE 
IN WORKING OUT SOME FORWARD MOTION ALONG THE LINES 
AMB YOUNG SUGGESTED. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 601) 
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2. SOUTH AFRICAN PARTICIPATION IN WORLD WATER CONEERENCE - 

SOUTH AERICANS (GERICHE), WHO ASKED IE USUN WISHED TO 
DISCUSS SAG'S ATTANDANCE AT THE WORLD WATER CONFERENCE, 
SAID SOUTH AFRICA PLANS TO ATTEND "IN PRINCIPLE " BUT 
EINAL DECISION HAS NOT BEEN MADE. MISOFE RESPONDED THAT 
HE SAW NO NEED EOR MEETING AT THIS TIME. GARICHE 
UNDERSTOOD THERE WAS A RUMOR CIRCULATING THAT SOUTH 
AERICA'S CREDENTIALS WOULD BE CHALLENGED, BUT HE HAD NOT 
BEEN ABLE TO PIN DOWN SPECIEICS. (CONEIDENTIAL - USUN 607) 

3 . UN CHARTER REVIEW - 

CHARTER REVIEW WORKING GROUP MARCH 2 COVERED PARA- 
GRAPHS 98-1 14 OF THE SECRETARIAT ON ECOSOC AND HEARD 
VIEWS OE 17 DELEGATIONS ON VARIOUS PARAGRAPHS. DISCUSSION 
INCLUDED MANY REEERENCES TO NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 
ORDER (NIEO), CHARTER OF ECONOMIC RIGHTS AND 
DUTIES OE STATES (CERDS) AND HUMAN RIGHTS. NIEO, AND 
IN MOST CASES CERDS, WERE SUPPORTED BY TURKEY, POLAND, 
YUGOSLAVIA, USSR, ROMANIA, NIGERIA AND CHINA. ROMANIA 
THOUGHT CHARTER CHANGES SHOULD BE BASED ON NIEO. UK 
COUNTERED THAT NIEO AND CERDS ARE POLICY, NOT STRUCTURE, 
AND THEY DO NOT HAVE TO BE SET OUT IN THE CHARTER. 

ERANCE COMMENTED THAT IE NIEO WERE INSERTED IN CHARTER 
NOW, ANOTHER AMENDMENT PROCESS WOULD BE NECESSARY IN 
10 YEARS. USDEL NOTED THAT USG RETAINED ITS RESER- 
VATIONS AND OBIECTIONS TO THE RESOLUTIONS ON NIEO 
AND CERDS, AND REGRETTED THAT CONCENTRATION BY SOME 
DELS ON SIXTH SPECIAL GA INSTEAD OF SEVENTH WAS CAUSING 
UNDUE EOCUS IN THE WORKING GROUP ON AREAS OE DISAGREE- 
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MENT RATHER THAN AREAS OF AGREEMENT. 

UK REPRESENTATIVE DELIVERED STRONG INTERVENTION 
ON HUMAN RIGHTS, URGING MORE DECISIVE UN ACTION 
IN THIS FIELD. HE SUPPORTED IDEA OF ESTABLISHING A 
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HIGH COMMISSIONER EOR HUMAN RIGHTS (AS DID ITALY AND 
US), SINCE GOVERNMENTS AND INDIVIDUALS ARE SOMETIMES IN 
CONFLICT, AND SAID THAT EXCEPT EOR THE HIGH COMMISSIONER 
WHAT IS NEEDED IS NOT NEW BUREAUCRACY BUT NEW UN ACTION 
TO PROMOTE INDIVIDUAL RIGHTS. COLOMBIA SUGGESTED THAT 
THE TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL BECOME COUNCIL ON HUMAN RIGHTS. 

US SAID INTER ALIA, THAT CONCERN EOR INDIVIDUAL RIGHTS 
IS FUNDAMENTAL TO UN AND UN MUST NOT BE SEEN AS SYSTEM 
PURSUANT TO WHICH STATES COOPERATE TO PROTECT EACH 
OTHER FROM THE LEGITIMATE DEMANDS OE PEOPLE FOR THE BASIC 
RIGHTS CONTAINED IN THE UNIVERSAL DECLARATION. SOVIET 
REPRESENTATIVE SAID THAT IN ADDITION TO ENSURING 
EQUALITY FOR THOSE OF DIFFERENT RACES, LANGUAGES, 

RELIGIONS AND SEXES IN A SOCIETY, IT WAS NECESSARY 
TO GUARANTEE FULL EMPLOYMENT. AETER LISTING INTERNATIONAL 
TREATIES RELATING TO HUMAN RIGHTS IN SUCH AREAS AS 
GENOCIDE, POLITICAL RIGHTS OF WOMEN, AND ELIMINATION 
OF RACIAL DISCRIMINATION, HE NOTED THAT SOME STATES 
THAT "MAKE A BIG DEAL OUT OE HUMAN RIGHTS" HAVE NOT 
RATIFIED THOSE TREATIES. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - USUN 
6II, 612) 
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4. SPECIAL SESSION ON DISARMAMENT- 

NEWLY FORMED 32-MEMBER NONALIGNED STEERING GROUP MET TO 
COORDINATE ITS POSITION ON SEVERAL ISSUES TO BE DECIDED AT 
MARCH 28-APRIL I MEETINGS OF THE PREPARATORY COMITE OE 
THE SPECIAL SESSION ON DISARMAMENT. ACCORDING TO YUGOSLAVIA, 

THE NONALIGNED AGREED TO PROPOSE ARGENTINE PERMREP ORTIZ DE 
ROZAS AS PREPCOM CHAIRMAN, AND ENDORSED CONCEPT OF 
A FIVE-MEMBER PREPCOM BUREAU (CHAIRMAN, THREE VICE 
CHAIRMEN, RAPPORTEUR), WITH ONE MEMBER EROM EACH REGIONAL 
GROUP. ON RULES OE PROCEDURE THEY EXPRESSED READINESS IN PRINCIPLE 
TO REACH DECISIONS BY CONSENSUS BUT WITH APPLICATION OP GA 
RULES OP PROCEDURE IN EVENT OP AN IMPASSE. YUGOSLAVS STATED THAT 
NONALIGNED GROUP IS "ABSOLUTELY PIRM" ON THIS, AND ADOPTION 
OP CONSENSUS PROCEDURE IS OUT OP THE QUESTION. 

LINDSTROM (NORWAY) INPORMED US THAT NORWAY DECIDED 
TO PUT PORWARD ITS CANDIDACY FOR ONE OP THE THREE VICE CHAIRMAN- 
SHIPS. (YUGOSLAVIA HAS ALSO DECLARED ITS INTEREST.) HE ALSO 
SAID MINISTER/COUNSELOR VAERNO OP THE NORWEIGAN EMBASSY 
IN WASHINGTON IS BEING TRANSPERRED TO OSLO AND WILL BE 
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APPOINTED AMBASSADOR WITH SPECIAL RESPONSIBILITY FOR DISARMAMENT 
AFEAIRS IN THE MEA, WHERE HE WILL PLAY A MAJOR ROLE IN 
NORWEGIAN PLANNING FOR THE SPECIAL SESSION. (LIMITED 
OFEICIAL USE-USUN 613, 614) 

5 . DEMONSTRATION AT SOVIET INTOURIST OEFICE- 

INTOURIST OFFICES WERE ENTERED MARCH 3 BY 35 MEMBERS OF 

THE MILITANT YOUTH GROUP BETAR PROTESTING THE BAN ON MATZO IN 

THE SOVIET UNION EOR THE UPCOMING RELIGIOUS HOLIDAYS. 

(LIMITED OEFICIAL USE-USUN 609) 

6. POSSIBLE DEPARTURE OF PLO OBSERVER TERZI- 

UK MISSION INFORMED US THAT PLO OBSERVER TERZI 
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STATED THAT IF A CHANGE IN POLICY WAS AGREED TO AT THE 
PALESTINIAN NATIONAL COUNCIL MEETING IN CAIRO, I.E. MOVING 
TOWARD MORE MODERATE POSITIONS, PERSONNEL CHANGES WOULD 
LIKELY RESULT. CHARACTERIZING HIS OWN REPUTATION WITHIN PLO 
AS THAT OF HARD-LINER, TERZI SAID HE HAD SEEN NEWS REPORT FROM 
CAIRO OF HIS REPLACEMENT IN NEWYORK BY BASIL AQL, BUT ADDED 
NO DECISION HAD BEEN TAKEN ON THAT YET. (CONFIDENTIAL 
-USUN 608)

7. FOREIGN MINISTER FAHMY'S STATEMENT ON ISRAELI PRACTICES- 

EGYPTIAN PERMREP MEGUID, DURING CALL ON SYG WALDHEIM, 

DELIVERED COPY OP EGYPTIAN FOREIGN MINISTER FAHMY'S 
STATEMENT ON ISRAELI PLANS TO ESTABLISH 29 NEW SETTLEMENTS BY THE 
END OF 1977 PLUS 15 SETTLEMENTS IN THE "FC.YPTTAN-PAI .F.STINTAN 
BORDER AREAS", ISRAELI MILITARY BASES IN THE OCCUPIED TERRITORIES, 
ETC., IN WHICH HE CONCLUDED THAT SHOULD ISRAEL "PAIL TO 
SUSPEND ITS ACTIONS. ..IT WILL BE NECESSARY TO RAISE ANEW 
THE ENTIRE MATTER BEFORE THE SECURITY COUNCIL''...(USUN 604) 

8. COMITE OP 24-NAMIBIA 

YUGOSLAV REPRESENTATIVE PETRIC, IN STATEMENT ON NAMIBIA 
IN COMITE MARCH 3, FULLY SUPPORTED THE PROGRAM 
OF ACTION PROPOSED BY SWAPO VICE PRESIDENT AND THOUGHT THE 
IDEA OF CONVENING A SPECIAL UN GA DESERVED DUE ATTENTION 
IF THE SITUATION IN NAMIBIA MADE SUCH UN ACTION IMPERATIVE. 

OTHER SPEAKERS WERE REPRESENTATIVES OF INDIA AND CHILE. 

PETRIC SAID SOME WESTERN COUNTRIES WHICH HAD INTERESTS AND 
INFLUENCE IN SOUTH APRICA, NAMIBIA AND RHODESIA SHOULD EXERT 
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THE NECESSARY PRESSURE ON SOUTH AFRICA TO COMPEL IT TO 
WITHDRAW FROM NAMIBIA AND LET THE NAMIBIANS DETERMINE THEIR 
OWN FATE. YUGOSLAVIA HAD ALWAYS BELIEVED THAT THE INTERESTS 
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OF THOSE COUNTRIES WOULD BE BETTER PROTECTED IF THEY 
SUPPORTED THE INDEPENDENCE OF NAMIBIA. HE SAID THAT 
INSTALLING PUPPET CLIQUES COULD NOT SOLVE THE NAMIBIAN 
QUESTION. PETRIC ATTACHED GREAT POLITICAL SIGNIFICANCE TO THE 
CONFERENCE IN MAPUTO, WHICH SHOULD CONTRIBUTE TOWARD 
INTENSIFYING PRESSURE ON SOUTH AFRICA. THE PEOPLES OF 
NAMIBIA, ZIMBABWE AND SOUTH AFRICA WERE ALREADY ENGAGED IN 
AN ARMED STRUGGLE; THE FURTHER COURSE AND FORMS OF 
DEVELOPMENTS WOULD DEPEND, TO A GREAT EXTENT, ON THE FOREIGN 
INTERESTS WHICH HAD PROFITED SO FAR FROM THEIR COOPERATION 
WITH THE RACIST REGIMES OR FROM THE MAINTAINING OF SUCH 
REGIMES IN POWER. 

JAIPAL (INDIA) STATED THAT SOUTH AFRICA'S AMBITIOUS PLANS 
TO GRANT NAMIBIA A SPURIOUS SORT OF INDEPENDENCE SERVED THE 
INTERESTS OF ONLY SAG. SWAPO OPPOSED THEM, AND SEVERAL 
NON- WHITE DELEGATIONS SUBMITTED DIFFERENT PROPOSALS. NOTING 
SWAPO VICE PRESIDENT DESCRIBED THE REAL SITUATION AS ONE 
OF TOTAL WAR, JAIPAL SAID THAT MEANT THE UN IS VIRTUALLY IN 
A STATE OF WAR WITH SOUTH AFRICA. HE FOUND THE UN'S 
PASSIVE ATTITUDE-NOT SHARED BY THE MAJORITY OF UN MEMBERS- 
MOST DISTURBING. IN HIS VIEW, THE PRIMARY RESPONSIBILITY 
SHOULD BE PLACED ON SOUTH AERICA'S POLICIES AND THOSE 
WHO HAD IN THEIR HANDS THE MEANS FOR A PEACEFUL ALTERNATIVE 
BUT WERE NOT PREPARED TO USE THEM. HE SUPPORTED A 
MANDATORY ARMS EMBARGO AND OTHER CHARTER MEASURES 
AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA. NOTING THAT "DELICATE NEGOTIATIONS" 

GOING ON LAST OCTOBER WERE USED BY CERTAIN COUNTRIES TO 
JUSTIFY THEIR OPPOSITION TO SANCTIONS, HE SAID THOSE 
NEGOTIATIONS "SEEM TO HAVE EVAPORATED INTO THIN AIR " AND IN 
THEIR PLACE IS INTENSIFICATION OF THE ARMED STRUGGLE. HE TRUSTED 
THAT THE NEXT ROUND OF DISCUSSIONS IN THE SC WOULD YIELD 
RESULTS IN THE DIRECTION OF THE COMMON OBJECTIVES 
OF MAJORITY RULE AND INDEPENDENCE IN NAMIBIA. 

MONSALVE (CHILE) FOUND SWAPO VICE PRESIDENT'S STATEMENT 
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CLEAR AND SPECIFIC, CONDEMNED SOUTH AFRICA'S ILLEGAL 
OCCUPATION, AND TOLD THE COMITE CHILE FULLY COLLABORATED WITH 
UN EFFORTS FOR DECOLONIZATION. 
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9. COMMISSION ON TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS- 

THE COMMISSION, AT RESUMED SECOND SESSION MARCH 3, APPROVED 
THE LIST OF 16 PERSONS TO ASSIST IT IN ITS WORK AND THE 
ARRANGEMENTS FOR THEIR PARTICIPATION AS PROPOSED BY THE WORKING 
GROUP ON A CODE OF CONDUCT. (USUN 605)
